All this work has been done at 
her home and is in addition to the work 
she has done at the Red Cross work­ 
rooms.

So far as one can estim ate 
th e re a r e at present about one million 
cases of tuberculosis In the United 
States. 
T here is 
unfortunately no 
com plete census available to show ex­ 
actly th e num ber of tuberculosis per­ 
sons In each sta te despite the fact that 
m ost of the sta te s hgve m ade the dis­ 
ease reportable. 
In New York city, 
w here reporting has been In force for 
m any years, over 35,000 cases of tu­ 
berculosis are registered with the De­ 
p o rtm en t of H ealth. 
T hose fam iliar 
with the situation believe th at the ad­ 
dition of anrecogni/.ed and unreported 
cases would m ake the num ber nearer 
(50,000. 
The very careful health sur­ 
vey conducted during the past two 
y ears In Fram ingham , Mass., revealed 
200 cases of tuberculosis In a popula­ 
tion of approxim ately 15,000. 
If t^ese 
proportions hold tru e for the United 
Platea as a whole they would Indicate 
th a t about one in every hundred per­ 
sons is tuberculous. 
Each of these 
co n stitu tes a source of danger to be 
guarded against." 


W hat to Do. 
In his sta te m en t to the public Sur­ 
geon 
G eneral 
Blue 
points out how 
those who have had influenza should 
protect them selves against tuberculo­ 
sis. 
“All who have recovered from In­ 
fluenza.” says the Surgeon General, 
“ahodid have their lungs carefully ex­ 
am ined by a com petent physician. 
In 
fact, It Is desirable to have several ex­ 
am inations m ad e a m onth apart. 
Such 
exam inations cannot be m ade through 
th e clothing nor can they be curried 
out In two or three minutes. 
If the 
lungs a re found to be fr**e from tuber- 
u I ic-is every effort should be m ade to 
keep them so. 
This can be done by

T he Surgeon General w arned tape- 
d a ily against certain 
danger signs,

An International Service Built 
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on liny Fronts Fer Found 


Some industries have been able to get in 
step with war demands more quickly than 
others. 
In many cases mighty plants have sprung 
up—but at a prodigious cost 
The packing industry was able to adapt 
itself to unheard of demands more quickly, 
perhaps, than any other industry. Arx! this 
was because the vast equipment of packing 
plants, refrigerator cars, branch houses, etc., 
had been gradually developed to its present 
state of efficiency, so that in the crucial hour 
it became a mighty international system for 
war service. 
And how had this development taken place? 
Not by making vast inroads into the capi­ 
tal wealth of the country, but largely by using, 
from year to year, a portion of the profits, to 
provide for expansion.
